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SUBJECT: MORNING SUMMARY OE SIGNIFICANT REPORTS 

1 . PORTUGAL: OPORTO REMAINS EOCAL POINT OF DEMONSTRATIONS 

BY THE EVENING OF OCTOBER 8, RADICAL SOLDIERS ORGANIZATION 
(SUV) DEMONSTRATORS REMAINED IN CONTROL OE AN ARTILLERY REG- 
IMENT NEAR OPORTO AND CLAIMED THE SUPPORT OF OVER A DOZEN 
NORTHERN UNITS. THE SOLDIERS WERE JOINED BY VICTORIOUS REM- 
NANTS OE THE OPORTO METALWORKERS DEMONSTRATION, WHO, ON 
OCTOBER 7, SUCCEEDED IN PRESSURING SECRETARY OF STATE FOR 
LABOR CURTO INTO CONCEDING A WAGE INCREASE PREVIOUSLY GRANT- 
ED BY THE EIFTH GOVERNMENT. THE THREE MAJOR POLITICAL 
PARTIES BLAMED EACH OTHER FOR THE CHAOTIC SITUATION. 

EMBASSY OBSERVATIONS: 

-THE SUV OCCUPATION IS THE MOST SERIOUS CHALLENGE NOR- 
THERN REGION COMMANDER VELOSO HAS FACED. IE HE RESORTS 
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TO FORCE TO END THE OCCUPATION, IT COULD EOR THE FIRST 
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TIME LEAD TO A DIRECT PHYSICAL CONFRONTATION BETWEEN 
MILITARY UNITS. 

-THE OPORTO METALWORKERS DEMONSTRATION PROBABLY EN- 
HANCED THE CHANCES OE THE INCUMBENT PRO-COMMUNIST SLATE 
IN THE FEDERATION ELECTION SCHEDULED EOR OCTOBER II AND 


IS INDICATIVE OE THE MORE MILITANT ANTI-GOVERNMENT POL- 
ICIES CURRENTLY BEING PUSHED BY THE COMMUNIST PARTY. 

-EVENTS IN MADEIRA INDICATE THAT THE LEET, ESPECIALLY 
THE EXTREME LEFT, IS WELL ESTABLISHED IN KEY AREAS AND 
HAS BEEN ABLE, DESPITE ITS SMALL NUMBERS, TO EXERT CON- 
SIDERABLE INELUENCE ON THE COURSE OF LOCAL POLITICAL

2. LEBANON: VIEWS ON DEMARCHES BY THIRD PARTIES 

IN RESPONSE TO US EFEORTS TO INVOLVE OTHER NATIONS IN EXERT- 
;NG PRESSURE ON THE COMBATANTS IN LEBANON, EMBASSY BEIRUT 
OBSERVES THAT: 

-WHILE A ERENCH DEMARCHE TO THE PHALANGE WOULD BE MOST 
EEEECTIVE, IT IS THE US WHICH STILL HAS THE GREATEST 
INELUENCE, PARTICULARLY IN PHALANGE QUARTERS. 

-A WELL-RESPECTED COUNSELOR TO JUMBLATT STRONGLY 
RECOMMENDED THE US TAKE A POSITION AGAINST THE PHALANGE 
AND ENCOURAGED OUR APPROACHING SAUDIA ARABIA AND EGYPT 
TO DO THE SAME. 

EMBASSY PARIS, EOR ITS PART, REPORTS THAT THE ERENCH INTEND 
TO COUNSEL THE MARONITE PATRIARCH ON MODERATION AND FI.F.XT- 
BILITY WHEN HE VISITS PARIS LATER THIS MONTH. QUAI POLITI- 
CAL DIRECTOR LABOULAYE ALSO INDICATED THE GOE WILL URGE 
SYRIA, IRAQ AND THE PALESTINIANS TO ENCOURAGE THEIR FRIENDS

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3. VIETNAM REFUGEES: DRV REPRESENTATIVE REJECTS 
UNILATERAL USG ACTION 

THE CHIEF OF THE DRV OBSERVER MISSION TO THE UNHCR EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE MEETING IN GENEVA TOLD THE COMMITTEE OCTOBER 7 
THAT THE USG COULD NOT SETTLE THE MATTER OF THE VIETNAMESE 
REPATRIATES UNILATERALLY AND WOULD HAVE TO ASSUME RESPONSI- 
BILITY FOR ALL CONSEQUENCES. HE STATED FURTHER THAT: 
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-THE PRG HAD MANY MAJOR PROBLEMS TO SETTLE IN THE 
AFTERMATH OF THE WAR BEFORE IT COULD CONCENTRATE ON 
REPATRIATION. 

-THE SOLUTION WILL BE WORKED OUT ON A PROGRESSIVE 
BASIS AND THE PRG WILL REVIEW APPLICATIONS EOR REPATRI-

4. ETHIOPIANS CRACKING DOWN ON DISSIDENTS 

IN THE WAKE OF THE BOMBING OF THE ADDIS ABABA TELECOMMUNICA- 
TIONS BUILDING, THE ETHIOPIAN GOVERNMENT HAS LAUNCHED A WAVE 
OF ARRESTS OE DISSIDENTS OE ALL POLITICAL STRIPES, EROM ERI- 
TREANS TO AMHARANS, AND REPORTEDLY INCLUDING THREE MEMBERS 
OF THE DIRG. 

-THE DIRG IS ALSO CLAMPING DOWN ON WORKERS INVOLVED IN 
A RECENT SPATE OE WORK STOPPAGES. 

-THERE HAVE BEEN SCATTERED REPORTS OF RESISTANCE TO 
THE ARRESTS; MILITARY AND POLICE ARE "JITTERY" AND
